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REPORT OF STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



To the Honorable, the Legislature of Michigani 

Section 10 of Act 194 of the Laws of 1889 requires the State Board of 
Education to make to the Legislature, at every regular session thereof 
a report setting forth: 

First, The work done by the normal schools under its charge since the 
last report; 

Second, The needs and requirements of the said normal schools; 

Third, A report of the principals of such schools concerning any mat- 
ters pertaining to the schools that have been under their immediate direc- 
tion and control, and such recommendations as they may deem desirable 
to make to the Board; and 

Fourth, A financial statement showing, in detail, the moneys received 
and expended, together with an itemized statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures. 

In accordance with that act the State Board of Education has the honor 
of submitting this its twelfth biennial report for the years 1903 and 1904. 

The members and organization of the Board have been for the past 
two years as follows:

The Leglislature of 1903, through the committees on education in the 
House and Senate, carefully considered the needs of the three normal 
schools then existing and provided by legislative enactment for the en- 
suing years. 

One departure from the usual method of procedure is worthy ^ Normal 
of note, namely, that instead of i each normal school school 
coming to the Legislature with a separate bill and thus pre- 8y»t«"n. 
senting its own personal and particular desires, the State Board of Educa- 
tion thought that a better method would be to have the needs of the entife 
normal school system presented at one time and in one bill. It was also 
agreed by the Board that the entire matter should be presented to the 
educational committees of the. Legislature mainly by the Secretary of the 
Board. The appropriations were as follows :

Routine Regular monthly meetings were held during the two years as 

Business Well as Several special meetings made necessary by the large 
of Board, amount of building to be attended to. An unusual amount of 
routine business was transacted in connection with the management of 
the schools, adopting courses of study, electing new members of the faculties, 
co-ordinating the work of the various schools, granting certificates and 
diplomas to graduates, purchasing supplies, and the like. The printed 
minutes of the various meetings of the Board cover 197 pages of the 
size of this report. These minutes giving the items in detail of all the 
business of the Board, may be consulted by members of the House and 
Senate committees on education by making request of the Secretary. 

Only such items are included in this report as will most 

oiT^^^ort clearly set forth to the members of the Legislature the method 

epor . ^^ which the moneys appropriated have been expended in 

order to serve as a suggestion for a like work which the coming years will 

make necessary. 

The State Board of Education has a settled policy that all its work shall 
be done with the thought that there is but one normal school system to 
administer; that the interest of the many are the interests of the one; 
and that the four normal schools now established must, so far as the ad- 
ministration of the State Board is concerned, rise or fall together. 
Heating and J^lj 26, 1902, the work of E. J. Sink, contractor on heating 
Tentiiating, and Ventilating the north wing of the Northern Normal School, 
Marquette, was accepted and final settlement made with him by paying 
the balance of the contract, $634.10. 
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On the same date bids were received for labor and materials ta Plumbing, - 
complete the plumbing on the new training school building Mt. 
at Mt. Pleasant from the Quinn Plumbing & Heating Company ^i«»»»n*- 
of Muskegon, J. H. Doughty of Mt. Pleasant, and Sproule & McGurrin of 
Grand Rapids. The Quinn Plumbing & Heating Company being the 
lowest bidder, a contract was let to that firm for the sum of $1200. On 
March 5, 1903, a final settlement was had with this company upon the 
completion of the work. 

At the meeting in January, 1903, the Board took the following action 
with reference to the relations existing between the training school and 
the public schools of the city of Mt. Pleasant: 

"Whereas, on the 30th day of June, 1903, the State Board of Education « , ^. 
will assume the entire burden of expense in connection with the maintenance ®*»*onao 
of the Training School department of the Central State Normal School "^ p ^| 
located at Mt. Pleasant, Michigan, it is hereby recommended that the •"^ 7 m t 
relations existing between said Training School and the public schools ^^*^<^*» *• 
of the city of Mt. Pleasant, Michigan, be severed on the above date and **»*»"*• 
that the said Training School be conducted as a department of the Central State Normal 
School, limited only by the authority of the State Board of Education, and the principal 
of the normal school/' 

It will thus be seen that the State has been under obligation to the 
Board of Education of Mt. Pleasant for efficient aid in training school 
facilities during all the time from its establishment to this date. 

At the March meeting, 1903, action was taken defining the uxtra 
policy of the Board with reference to incurring expenses for Expense 
extras in connection with the erection of buildings. It was resolv- Discourag- 
ed as the sense of the Board that no further authori7,ations for ***• 
extras in connection with the new Science Building at Ypsilanti should 
be made. The architect and contractor were instructed to proceed with 
the completion of the building according to the original plans and specifi- 
cations, no changes to be made which necessitate extra cost. 

May 29, 1903, it was voted that the teachers and employees 
of the several normal schools should be paid upon a twelve salaries of 
months ' basis, and that the teachers should be required to Tea^rs. 
teach in the summer school without extra salary at least two 
out of any three consecutive years. Provided, further, that in case a 
teacher is absent from service more than one year in three the salary 
shall be proportionately reduced. 

August 5, 1903, the Board voted to remodel the conservatory 
of music at Ypsilanti in accordance with plans and specifi- Remodeling 
cations submitted by architect E. W. Arnold, and that Mr. tor^'^Y^^^*" 
Stevens, superintendent of buildings and grounds, be authoriz- lanti. *** " 
ed to proceed with the reconstruction of the interior accord- 
ing to these plans. 

It was moved and carried that all deeds for additional land now being 
purchased by the Central Michigan Normal School be referred to the Attor- 
ney. General for examination and approval of title and if approved by him 
the Secretary be instructed to record the same at the office of the register 
of deeds of Isabella county. 

The last I^egislature also provided for a fourth normal to be known 

as the ''Western State Normal School'', and to be located in Western 

Michigan, empowering the State Board of Education to designate the location 

of the same and to procure a suitable site of at least twenty acres at a purchase

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price not to exceed one dollar. The entire management and contitol of 
this school was by the law ve»ted in the State Board. 

During the months preceding the August meeting in 1903 
i^iMsationof the Board had visited and inspected a large number of pro- 
wtetern posed sitcs foT the new Western State Normal School, pro- 
ir«rm«i. vision for which had been made by the last Legislature, and Aug. 
28 the Board convened in special session for a discussion of 
the various locations and the selection of site. After several Hours of 
discussion and informal balloting and after a complete review of the entire 
rituation, on motion, the Board proceeded to ballot for the location of 
said school. The first fourteen ballots resulted in no selection. Upon 
the fifteenth ballot the city of Kalamazoo was unanimously selected, 
provided said city should accept and agree to the following conditions: 

Conditions First. A suitable site of not less than twenty acres, conveyed by warranty 
of deed and free and clear of all incumbrances, same to be selected by the 

l^ocation. State Board of Education. 

Second. Gas, electric light, sewerage, and water connections with said 
site, free of cost to the State. 

Third. All streets adjacent to ssgid site shall be graded and maintained in first-H^lass 
condition. 

Fourth. Cement walks must be laid along streets bounding said site, without expense 
to the State. 

Fifth. A public school building suitable for use as a Training School must be pro- 
vided for the State, free of charge, for a period of five years, or until such time as the State 
shall erect a Training School building of its own. 

Sixth. For the first five years, or until such time as the State shall maintain a separate 
Training School of its own, the Board of Education of the city must pay one-half the salary 
of all teachers employed in said Training School, but not to exceed $250 each. 

Seventh. A cash gift to the State of the sum of $40,000, the same to be deposited 
with the Treasurer of the State of Michigan, and placed to the credit of the Western State 
Normal School, to be used by the State Board of Education, in addition to such sum as 
is now available for building purposes and for ornamentation of grounds. 

W On August 29, the Board went into a session with the citizens' committee 
of Kalamazoo, at which meeting the conditions necessary to be met to 
secure the location of the Western State Normal School at Kalamazoo 
were presented for the action of said committee. After a short recess 
the committee reported to the State Board that the terms were satisfactory 
and they gave ever}^ aasurance that steps would be taken at once to meet 
all requirements exacted by the Board. 

On November 14 the following preamble and resolutions were passed 
by a unanimous vote: 

Whereas, The qualified voters of School District No. One (1) of the City 

owersand ^^^ Township of Kalamazoo have taken the necessary steps to authorize 

utiesof ^j^g Board of Education of said District to cooperate with and assist the 

i.ocai Board, g^^^^ Board of Education in the erection of the Western State Normal 

School and also to assist in providing a suitable site for the same, Therefore be it resolved, 

I. That the Board of Ediication of said District be and is hereby requested by the State 
Board of Education to open an account on the books of said District with tne Western 
State Normal School and credit to said account such fund or funds as may from time to 
time become available for building purposes and for the purchase and improvement of a 
site for said Western State Normal School. 

II. The said District Board of Education be and is hereby requested to remain the 
custodian of any and all funds which may come into its hands from said District for the 
use and benefit of the Western State Normal School, and to pay out the said funds from 
time to time to architects, builders, contractors or other persons upon the written ordior 
€?/ the State Board of Education accompanied by an itemized voucher showing in detul 

^<? Amount and value of the labor or material for which payment is 80U^t. It is fartfeMT 
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understood that said funds shall be used only for building purposes, the purchase of the 
site and the improvement of the same, all under the direction of the State doard of Educa- 
tion.

The Board of Education of District No. 1 of Kalamazoo read and passed 
over to the State- Board a certified copy of the election returns by which 
the taxpayers voted to bond the said district for an amount not to exceed 
$70,000 to assist in the erection of buildings and the ornamentation of 
grounds. Nine hundred ninety-nine votes were cast, of which number 
884 were "Yes'' in favor of bonding, 113 "No'' against bonding, and 
two were void. 

At the September meeting, 1903, Captain E. P. Allen delivered 
the deeds and abstract of title for four acres of land purchased y^suifnti 
of Mr. Post for the State Normal College at Ypsilanti. This ^* 
was in accordance with the appropriation made by the Legislature of 
$3,200 for the purchase of additional land. 

The State Board found 4t exceedingly difficult to make 
choice from several eligible sites for the normal school build- site for 
ing at Kalamazoo and in order to settle the matter properly New Normal, 
they called to their aid one of the firm of Olmsted Brothers, 
landscape gardners, of Brookline, Massachusetts, who visited the various 
sites and made a written report of his judgment. After a careful personal 
inspection of all the sites and considering the information gained by Mr. 
Olmsted's report, the Board proceeded to ballot for the choice of the pro- 
posed sites and the vote resulted in favor of that known as the Prospect Hill 
site. 

On December 12, 1903, the Board made final settlement ^^^^ ^^^ 
with Mr. Charles A. Howind, contractor, for the erection of science 
the new Science Buildin'g at Ypsilanti, and on motion he was Building, - 
discharged from further responsibility under his contract ^ps^i*""* 
and the Treasurer was authorized to pay in full the amount now due him. 
The cost of the building has been as follows :

The Boferd considers this new Scieace ^w\\«\w^ ^\. X^^"s^5&s>JC^. ^et^^N.^^ 
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according to the plans of architect E. W. Arnold, one of the best buildings 
yet erected by the State when is considered the comparatively small amount 
of monev which entered into its construction. 

, At the closing meeting of the year 1903, President L. L. 
Treasurer's Wright presented the annual report of the examination of the 
Accounts, accounts of the Treasurer of the State Board of Education, 

clerk of the State Normal College, secretary of the Central 
Michigan Normal School, and the principal and secretary of the Northern 
State Normal School, as made by Henry Humphrey, State Accountant. 
The report as filed concludes as follows: 

"With reference to the accounts in so far as they relate to the Treasurer 
of the State Board of Education they are accurate to a cent and the accounts 
when taken as a whole are in my opinion a credit to the present Treasurer, 
clerks, secretaries and principal, and it gives me great pleasure to make 
this statement." 

Early in the year 1904 the Board elected Mr. E. W. Arnold 
Plans for as architect for the Western State Normal School and soon 
»w Normal, after Mr. Arnold submitted preliminary sketches and plans 

and at the meeting in February, after the consideration of 
several, plan "B'' as proposed by the architect was adopted. Messrs. 
Thompson, Kelley, and Fall were appointed a committee to have power to 
advertise for bids for contracts to erect the new building and to make the 
necessary arrangements with the architect. 

ornavMnta- January 29, 1904, the plans of O. C. Simonds & Company of 
tionof Chicago for planting and grading the grounds of the Central 

Grounds, Mt. Michigan Normal School were accepted and the superintendent 
Pleasant. ^f buildings and grounds directed to carry them out under 
the direction of the Secretary of the Board, in so far as the funds would permit. 

March 24, 1904, Hon. N. H. Stewart, in behalf of the Board 
Aequisition ^f Education and the citizens of Kalamazoo, presented to the 
Kalamazoo. State Board of Education warranty deeds for two pieces of 

property which together make the proposed ground for the 
Western Normal School. The consideration named to the State in these 
deeds was fifty cents in each case, the city of Kalamazoo, however, having 
paid for one of these pieces of property nineteen thousand dollars, and 
for the other five thousand dollars. This munificent gift was accepted by 
by the State Board in behalf of the State with appropriate thanks. 

The city board of education also notified the State Board that funds 
amounting to $40,000 . 00 are now in the hands of the treasurer of the city 
board to pay all obligations entered into for grading and beautifying the 

grounds and for the erection of the first building. 
Bids and April 16, bids for the erection of the building for the Western 

coL*ra^/ State Normal School were opened in the presence of the Board 
Kalamazoo. ^^^ Were found to be as follows:

On motion, the contract for the erection of the normal building was 
awarded to George Rickman & Sons Company of Kalamazoo, providing 
^Iie/r hid should be found to include the plumbing and that this firm bo 
found responsible and experienced builders. 
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At the same meeting the contractors ' bids for the erection science 
of the addition to the Northern State Normal School at Mar- Building, 
quette were opened and canvassed. They were as follows: Marquette.

Northern Construction Company, Milwaukee 12,970 00 

Diubaker & Cole, Sault Ste. Marie 16,312 00 

On motion, architect John D. Chubb and Principal Waldo were author- 
ized to confer with Lipsett & Sinclair with a view of reducing the cost 
of the building to $11,750.00 and report the result of the negotiation to 
the Secretary of the Board. At the meeting in May contracts with the 
above named firm for the new building at Marquette were presented and 
signed by the Board. 

May 5, 1904, the Board received bids for grading the grounds 
at Kalamazoo. All the bids were found to be in excess of the ^'^*^*^' 
appropriation and the bidders were notified of that fact 
and requested to re-bid on the proposition. May 13 the contract was 
given to W. A. Drake of Kalamazoo for grading and decorating the grounds 
of the Western State Normal School according to the specifications fur- 
nished by Olmsted Brothers. The following schedule of prices was adopted:

The extent of the grading and decorating and the volume of earth to be 
moved is subject to the decision of the State Board at any time in order 
that the expense shall not exceed the appropriation of $7,500. W. A. Drake 
gave two bonds in the amount of $3,000 each, one running to the People 
of the State of Michigan, the other to the State Board of Education, for 
the faithful performance of the work specified. It should be noted in 
this connection that the funds for grading and ornamentation of these 
grounds are furnished by the city of Kalamazoo. 

May 31, 1904, pursuant to former notice, it was found that Heating and 
the following firms had submitted bids on the heating and venti- ventilating, 
lating of the new building for the Western State Normal School Kaiamaeoo. 
at Kalamazoo:

The several bids were carefully considered and estimated by Architect 
E. W. Arnold and the Board. The specifications of Weatherly & Pulte 
and Sproule & McGurrin were insufficient in radiation and boiler. The 
bid of the Eureka Heating & Ventilating Company of Saginaw, being 
the lowest according to the computation of the Board and- the architect, 
the contract for heating and ventilating the building was awarded to that 
company for $4,824.20, this price to cover the heating complete in every 
detail. 

The members of the Legislature to whom this report is made may also 
be interested in some of the details of the inner working and manage- 
ment of the various normal schools, and the following actions of the Board 
are included in this report as showing some of the important measures 
acted upon during the past two years. 

At a meeting of the Board held in Marquette October 31, 

North and 1902, it was Ordered that the south wing of the Northern Normal 

nj^yq^^^^J;' School be named the John M. Longyear Hall of Pedagogy, 

the Board at a previous meeting having named the north wing 

the Peter White Hall of Science. 

At the November meeting, 1902, the following resolution was adopted 
by unanimous vote of the Board: 

"Resolved that the heads of dej^artments of each of the normal 
jDutieg of schools respectively of the State of Michigan constitute a Normal Council 
formal ^^^ ^jj^^^ ^^^ Council of each school shall be charged with the s^jecific duty 

Council. q£ recommending to the State Board of Education for graduation or certi- 
fication students who in the opinion of said Council of any particular school should receive 
the diploma or certificates of said institution and that in all other matters the Co.uncil 
shall act as adviser to the president or the principal of th^ school and be subject to his 
call for discussion of such matters as may be in the interests of the institution." 

At the same meeting the Board considered a recommendation of the 
Normal Executive Council that a bill be formulated and introduced into 
the Legislature for the appropriation of such a fraction of a mill upon 
each dollar of the assessed valuation of the State as the Council and State 
Board of Education may agree upon for the support of each normal school. 
HiffhSchoois In January, 1903, the State Board discussed the relation 
and Normal between the high schools of the State and the State Normal 
coiieg:*. College and the following recommendation was adopted as 
the policy of the Board: 

To the Honorable^ the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to make for the Executive Council of the Normal Schools 
the following suggestions for the admission of pupils to the Normal Schools of Michigan: 

1 . That all school work below the standard of graduation from the twelfth year of a 
system of public schools, having not less than thirty-six weeks of school per year, of which 
full four years are occupied with distinctively high school work, shall be considered pre- 
paratory to the life certificate courses of the Normal Schools of the State, and when included 
m Normal School courses shall be designated as preparatory with reference to the regular 
Normal School work. 
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2. That all pupils regularly graduated from the twelfth year of public school systems 
in which full four years are devoted to high school work, with not less than two teachers 
fully, employed in distinct! velv high school work, and whose term is not less than tkdrty-^ 
s\% weeks, be accepted into tne regular two-year life certificate courses without examina- 
tion. 

3 . That all pupils who have finished not less than two years of high school w6rk in a. 
twelve year course as herein outlined be admitted to the preparatory course in the Normal 
Schopls on their record, receiving credits for the work they have finished beyond the 
first two vears of high school work. When such students have finished the preparatory- 
work at the Normal School they shall be allowed to enter upon the regular two-year college 
course, ceneral or special. 

4 . That all pupils unable during the first term in the regular course of the Normal 
Schools to maintain a fair standing, may, in the discretion of the faculty in each case, be 
dropped from the rolls of the school, reduced to preparatory work, or required to repeat 
the courses not satisfactorily completed on first tnal; and that all such cases be reported 
back to the high schools from which they come, with the facts in each case, to the end that 
a standard may be set for the high schools of the State, and that the superintendents 
and principals of these schools may learn what our standard of admission is and take- 
measures to prevent their pupils from coming to the Normal Schools without due pre- 
paration; and that should successive cases of defective preparation be found to come from 
particular schools, the privilege of admission without examination may, on the discretion 
of the faculty, be witndrawn from* such schools, 

5 . That similar conditions for entrance be made applicable to other than public schools,. 
f):om which pupils come to the Normal Schools, when proper investigation shall have 
ajBcertained the rank or standing of such schools to be satisiactory.

October 30, 1903, th'e Board considered the granting of Aliens as 
certificates by normal schools and colleges to aliens, and on Teachers. 
motion passed the following resolution: 

"Resolved that hereafter no certificates upon examination or from normal schools or 
colleges be granted to persons twenty-one years of age who are not citizens of the United 
States.*' 

This resolution was offered in conformity to the general statutes found 
in section 4812 Compiled Laws. 

Act 202 of 1903 which passed both houses of the Leglislature and received 
the signature of the Governor was ''An act to authorize and require theState 
Board of Education to prescribe courses of study, issue licenses and certifi- 
cates and grant diplomas and degrees in connection with the several state 
normal schools, and to repeal all acts and parts of acts contravening the 
provisions of this act.'' 

In accordance with the power conferred by the above act the State Board 
of Education by formal action passed the following resolutions: 

I. 

Resolved by the State Board of Education, That substantial uniformity 
and reciprocity in the courses of study of the State Normal College and 
the State Normal Schools now existing and which may hereafter be estab- « "^f *** ^ 
lished in the State, shall be maintained so that the transfer of students °*^*y ***^ 
from one school to another shall not lead to loss of standing for similar ^®*^'®®* 
courses; and that the said Board of Education shall, upon the completion ^ f ™ , 
by any student of any specified course of study in any of the above named »*^**<*®*** 
institutions, and upon the recommendation of the president or principal and 
a majority of the heads of departments thereof, grant to such student a certificate 
containing a list of studies includea in said course, and said course shall be uniform in all 
the above named institutions, which certificate shall be signed by the said Board &wL 
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president, or principal and shall entitle the holder to teach in any of the schools of the 
State for which said course has been provided, as follows: 

First. Upon the completion by any student of a course of study containing such 
academic and professional branches of instruction as the State Board of Education 
may deem necessary for sucessful teaching in the rural schools of the State, said Board 
shall, upon recommendation as aforesaid, issue a certificate known as the rural school 
certificate, valid for three years, authorizing the holder to teach in any district of the 
State employing not to exceed two teachers: Provided, That the said rural school certifi- 
cate may be once renewed for a like period upon satisfactory evidence to the granting 
power of successful experience in teaching. 

Second. Upon the completion of one year of forty-two weeks of professional study 
beyond graduation from the high school department of a twelve years* puolic school system, 
said professional course containing such subjects as the State Board of Education shall 
prescribe, said Board shall, upon recommendation as aforesaid, grant a certificate known 
as the graded school certificate, valid throughout the State for three years in grades 
below the tenth year of school. This certificate is renewable once only for a period of 
three years upon satisfactory evidence to the granting power of successful experience 
in teaching. 

Third. Upon the completion of a two years' professional course of study beyond 
graduation from the high school department of a twelve years' public school system, 
said professional course containing such subjects as ,the State Board of Education shall 
prescribe, said Board shall, upon recomendation as aforesaid, grant a diploma and certifi- 
cate, valid for five years in any public school of the State: Pi-ovided, That said certificate 
may be exchanged for a life certificate at any time, if the holder thereof shall file with the 
State Board of Education, evidence that said person has taught successfully for at least 
two years. Said certificate when issued shall be valid for life in any of the public schools 
of the State.

In addition to the foregoing courses, which are provided for all the Normal 

i.ife Schools of the State, the State Board of Education hereby provides for 

Certificates, advanced courses of study in the Michigan State Normal College, and upon 

the completion of any of said advanced courses by any student, said Board 

shall grant diplomas, certificates, and degrees as follows: 

First. Upon the completion by any student of an advanced professional course of study 
in the State Normal College of one year beyond the life certificate course, said course 
to include such branches of study and training as the State Board of Education shall 
prescribe, the said Board of Education shall, upon the recommendation of the president 
and a majority of the heads of departments, issue to such student a diploma and a life 
certificate valid in all the public schools of the State, and confer upon him the degree 
of bachelor of pedagogics. In the application of this ruling, persons holding the A. B. 
degree from reputable colleges shall be deemed equal to those holding life certificates 
from the State Normal College, or any of the State Normal Schools. 

Second. Upon the completion by any student of a one year professional course beyond 
that required for the degree of bachelor of pedagogics, as outlined above, said course 
containing such branches of study as the State Board of Education shall prescribe, the 
said State Board of Education shall, on recommendation of the president and a majority 
of the heads of departments, issue to such student a diploma and confer upon him the 
degree of bachelor of arts.

Resolved by the State Board of Education, That the four years' course of study lead- 
ing to the degree of bachelor of arts in the Michigan State Normal College shall consist 
of all the courses heretofore specified for the degree of bachelor of pedagogics, and 144 
weeks of electives from college subjects, selected by the heads of departments from their 
various courses as laid down in the year book of the college. 

During the several months preceding the meeting of April 
Principals, 1^ 1904, the members of the Board had considered the applica- 
Ki^amazoo ^^^^ q£ ^ large number of leading educators for the position of 
Marquette, principal of the Western State Normal School at Kalamazoo 
and careful consideration was given to all such cases. After a 
full discussion of the matter Mr. D. B. Waldo, at that timie principal of 
the Northern Normal School at Marquette, was elected principal of the 
Western Normal School. At the same meeting Mr. James H. Kaye, then 
superintendent of the public schools of Cadillac, was elected to the princi- 
palship of the Northern Normal School. 

Mr. Waldo had shown great tact and adaptability to the pioneer work 
necessary to the establishment of a new normal school by his success in 
the early years of the history of the Northern Normal School, and this 
fact was the foundation in the minds of the Board of the hope that he 
would be able to do the work at Kalamazoo better than any of the other 
candidates. 

Mr. Kaye is by training and experience well fitted for the responsible 
duties of carrying forward the work of the Northern Normal School. 
Graduates of ^^^ ^^^ 1904, the Board, on recommendation of the 
County Normal Executive Council, passed the following resolutions 

Training: with reference to the relation of graduates of county normal 
Classes. training classes to the several State normal schools : 

First. That graduates of County Normal Training Classes, who have completed the eighth 
and ninth grades of the the public schools of the State, be allowed to complete the Rural 
School course in the several State Normal Schools, after a residence in the State Normal 
School of four terms of 12 weeks each. 

Second. That graduates of the County Normal Training Classes, who have completed the 
tenth grade in a public school of the State, be allowed to complete the Rural Normal 
School course in any one of the State Normal Schools, after a residence of three terms 
of 12 weeks each. 

Third. That graduates of County Normal Training Classes, who have completed the 
eleventh grade in a public school of the State, be allowed to complete the Rural School 
courses in the State Normal Schools, after a residence of two terms of 12 weeks each, 
and that graduates of accepted High Schools, who are graduates of County Normal Train- 
ing Classes, be allowed to graduate from the Rural School course in any of the Normal 
Schools, after a residence of one term of 12 weeks, or two summer terms of 6 weeks each. 

That graduates of accepted High Schools, who are also graduates of County Normal 
Training Classes, be given one-half year's credit on either the Graded School course, 
o7- the Life CertiGcate course of the several State Normal Schools. 
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That the time of opening of the Training School Departments of the several State 
Normal Schools, be left to the discretion of the principal of each school to be settled as 
the needs of each particular school demanci. 

After full discussion relative to the question of a policy in regard to leave of absence 
of heads of departments and teachers of the various Normal Schools, the Normal Ex- 
ecutive Council have come to the conclusion that conditions differ so widely in the several 
cases, that it is unwise to formulate a uniform policy for all the Normal Schools. It is 
believed that the separate cases can best be settled on their merits, as, in individual 
instances, they ari&e.

In no one respect, perhaps, has the efficiency of the Normal 
Summer gchools showu itsclf more fully than in the increased interest^ 
in the summer Sessions. The attendance upon these summer 
schools has doubled within a few years and the interest and enthusiasiri ' 
of students have been most marked. Hundreds of young teachers who 
desire to extend their scholarship or improve their methods of teaching 
return each summer to some one of the Normal schools, while many teachers 
and superintendents of large experience meet there for still further study 
of the more 'complex questions of the profession. In the Normal College 
alone more than eight hundred students attended the summer school of 
1904. Each year fuller preparations are made to meet the needs of all 
classes by additional courses and especially by general courses of lectures 
by the ablest educators of the country. 
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MICHIGAN STATE NORMAL COLLEGE. 

Ypsilanti. 
report of the president. 

To the Honorable, the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen — The year 1903-4 has been a year of quiet prosperity in 
the Michigan State Nornial College. The attendance has increased ^slightly 
in numbers and the quality of applicants has I think been noticeably higher 
than in the preceding year. Statistical information will be found in full 
in the report of the secretary made immediately after the close of the college 
year. There have been no revolutionary or reactionary movements in the 
mstitution during the year under consideration. A few advance move- 
ments have been inaugurated and certain ideas suggested before have found 
their full realization and justification within the year. A few of these 
are perhaps worth repeating here, although in your capacity as a State 
Board of Education you are already familiar with them. 

A new plan of recognizing the school organization of the State has been 
inaugurated, by admitting students to the normal college from all the schools 
that have reached a certain standard of organized efficiency. The following 
statements, being extracts from a circular issued by the president of the 
college, outline the new policy. 

"To Superintendents of Public Schools in Michigan. — ^The Michigaa 
State Normal College recognizes that there is a public school system in Michi- 
gan. It proposes, therefore, to give due credit for all work done in the 
public high schools of the commonwealth that are organized in accordance 
with the prevailing standard for such work in this State. This recognition 
constitutes an important change of poUcy of a higher state institution 
toward the public high school. The following extracts from a resolution 
passed by the State Board of Education, at the request of the president 
and heads of departments of the college, quite fully express this change 
of policy. 

1. That all pupils regularly graduated from twelve-year publia 
school systems having not less than thirty-six weeks per year in which 
full four years are devoted to high school work, with not less than two- 
thoroughly equipped teachers wholly employed in distinctively high school 
work, be admitted to the regular two-year life certificate college course 
without examination. 

2. That all pupils who have finished not less than two years of high 
school work in a twelve-year course as above outlined, be admitted on their 
record to the four-year life certificate course in the normal college, receiv- 
ing credit on that course for all work which they have already done beyond 
the first two years of the high school course. Students are urgently ad- 
vised however to complete the high school course at home, as no time 
can be gained on the normal college life certificate course by taking any 
high school work at the college. 
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3. That all pupils unable to attain a satisfactory standing during the 
first, term in the normal college may, in the discretion of the faculty in each 
<;ase, be dropped from the roll of the school or required to repeat the work 
not satisfactorily completed on first trial; and that all such cases be reported 
l)ack to the high schools from which they come with the facts in each case, 
to* the £nd that superintendents and principals of high schools throughout 
the state may learn what our standard of requirement is and take measures 
to prevent pupils from coming to us without due preparation; and that 
should successive cases of defective preparation be found to come from 
<5ertain schools the privilege of admission without examination may, in the 
discretion of the faculty, be withdrawn from graduates of such schools." 

It is believed that many young people in the smaller high schools in the 
State will be encouraged by this movement to prepare themselves for teach- 
ing, and that in many cases one or two of the best pupils from a smaU high 
school, if admitted, will prove themselves fully equal to the average pupil 
from the large high school. In practice the plan has worked admirably. It 
has been found that as a general thing only the very best pupils from these 
small high schools come to us, while from the larger high schools many mediocre 
students necessarily enter. Among- all the pupils admitted last year from 
schools which were not previously on our list, not one pupil failed to keep 
up a fair standing in the college. It is believed also that the reflex influence 
upon the smaller high schools themselves will be for good. It is not inten- 
ded to rive up visiting high schools entirely, but rather hereafter to con- 
fine these visits to schools needing help or advice. On the whole the plan 
tas worked well. 

A second matter that has progressed to a favorable issue is the re-arrang- 
ing and systematizing of the various couj'ses of study. The college now 
gives a course of study which leads to a hmited certificate after one year 
of professional study, a life certificate after two years, the degree of Bachelor 
of Pedagogics after three, and the degree of Bachelor of Arts in Education 
after four years of resident study and training. The first class to complete 
the four years' course received the latter degree in June. This class con- 
sisted of but two persons, Mrs. AUce Eddy Snowdon and Mr. Cheever Hoyt. 

It is not the policy of the college to urge the higher courses, but to con- 
centrate chief attention upon the two years life certificate course. The 
college has extended quite materially its work in manual training and 
domestic science. There are now in full operation full specializing courses 
in these two subjects with a good sized class in each. It is my feeling that 
we should enlarge in the near future our facilities in this direction. We 
have already calls for teachers trained in these two new departments even 
before we have been able to have any students to complete these courses. 

The conservatory of music connegted with the college has maintained 
throughout the year its very high standard of work under its well-known 
Director, Frederic H. Pease. I regard the conservatory of music as a very 
important and successful part of the normal college. 

Personally I feel that as president of this institution I am under great 
obligations to the State Board of Education for cordial support and helpful 
guidance; and to the members personally, for many personal and official 
courtesies.

To the Honorable f the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit herewith the official report 
of the Principal of the Central Michigan Normal School for the biennial 
period ending June 30, 1904. 

buildings and grounds. 

The Central Michigan Normal School is housed in two buildings. 
, 1. The main normal school building having accommodations for five 
t hundred students. 

. 2. The training school building completed in 1902, at a cost of about 
^$35,000 and having a seating capacity for 350 children, besides a chapel, 
^rooms for drawing, manual training, music, and recitation rooms for 
practice teaching. 

The Ivegislature of 1903 made a special approprioiton of $5,000 for additioal 
land. This sum was expended in purchasing nine lots in block six, twelve 
lots in block seven, and three and one-half lots in block nine of the Normal 
School Addition to the City of Mt. Pleasant. 

The estimated value of the buildings and grounds is as follows: 

Normal school building $85,000 

Training school building 35,000 

Grounds 15,000 

Total $135,000 

The estimated value of the equipment of the buildings, including fur- 
niture, library, apparatus, pictures, office supplies, etc., is $25,000. This 
makes the total estimated value of the property $160,000. 
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COURSES. OF STUDY. 

At the present time the following courses of study are offered: 

1 . The preparatory course. — This is a four, years' course which is taken 
by students who have not completed high school courses, but whose pur- 
pose in entering the normal school is to ultimately complete the graded 
or the life certificate course. 

2. The rural school course. — As a preparation for entering this course, 
students must at least have completed the eighth grade of a public school 
system. About seven terms of twelve weeks each are required for the com- 
pletion of the course. Graduates from this course are certificated to 
teach for three years in the rural schools of the State employing not to ex- 

ceed two teachers. 
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3. The graded school course. — This is a forty-two- weeks' course for 
the graduates from approved high schools, and is designed especially to 
prepare students to teach in the primary and grammar grades of the city 
and village schools. 

4. The life certificate course. — This is a two years' course for high school 
graduates and prepares students for service in any of the public schools of 
the State. 

5. The kindergarten course. — A two years' course for high school or 
college graduates. 

6. The public school music course. — Designed to prepare supervisors 
of music in the public schools of the State. 

7. The public school drawing course. — A two years' course designed 
to prepare supervisors of drawing in the public schools of the State. 

Classes in the branches required by law for the various county certifi- 
cates are running every term of the year, so that students desiring to pre- 
pare for county examinations can always be accomniodated.

LIBRARY. 

The library has had a steady and healthy growth during the past two 
years. Seventeen hundred forty-five volumes have been added during the 
two years ending July 1, 1904, making a total of 6406 volumes now in the 
librarj'. These books have been carefully selected by the heads of the depart- 
ments who are specialists in their work and by the librarian. The library 
is classified according to the Dewey classification and the most approved 
library methods are used. Four library bureau book stacks and a hand- 
some oak magazine case have also been added, much improving the appear- 
ance of the pleasant reading room. This reading room, which accommo- 
dates about one hundred fifty students, is open from 7 a. m. to 5 p. m. and 
is usually filled to overflowing. About 21,000 volumes were drawn from 
the library during the past year for night study and about 150,000 volumes 
were used in the library. Many students are assisting in the library and 
are receiving valuable training in library methods. 

LABORATORIES. 

During the period covered by this report a special effort has been made 
to build up the laboratories of the school. The physical, chemical, and 
biological laboratories are well equipped for work along the lines of elementary 
physics, chemistry, botany, and zoology. A good start has been made 
toward the equipment .of geographical, physiological, and psychological 
laboratories. A generous appropriation for the next biennial period will 
enable us to equip these important adjuncts to the school in a manner 
that will compare favorably with any normal school in the country. 

THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 
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Since entering its commodious new building two years ago improTe- 
many improvements have been made in the organization arvl 
work of the training school. 
4 
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The complete separation from the city schools of Mt. Pleasant enables 
the training school to formulate its own plans in accordance with its special 
mission. The training school does not seek to imitate the city schools 
of the State but to be a better school; it does not aim so much to illustrate 
what is being done as what ought to be done. Its independence admits 
of such an attitude. While the attendance of children is voluntary, more 
apply every term than can be accommodated. 

The superintendent and the heads of the various departments are work- 
ing out model courses of study for the grades in keeping with the most ad- 
vanced thought in public school education. Some of these courses have 
been published and have met with marked favor throughout the State. 

Courses in manual training and physical training have been added and 
the courses in art and music have been broadened. 

Improved facilities have made it possible to give the normal students 
more observation and practice teaching. 

The faculty of the training school has been greatly stengthened by the 
appointment of four thoroughly trained and experienced critic teachers. 
Miss H. Grace Parsons, Miss Mary L. Neer, and Miss Julia Martin from 
Teachers College, Columbia University, critics in the kindergarten, fourth, 
and eighth grades respectively; and Miss Emma F. Robertson from Oswego 
Normal, critic in second grade. Others of the critics have added to their 
preparation by attendance upon summer schools at Chicago University 
and Teachers College. 

The new building is being equipped as rapidly as possible. 

The latest and best text-books have been provided for the children at a 
cost, of $500. 

.A Prick electric program clock with dials and bells in each room has been 
installed at a cost of $450. 

The manual training department has been equipped with benches, tools, 
^and material for work. 

The building has been decorated throughout and the superintendent's 
office and the teachers' parlor have been attractively furnished. 

About $200 has been expended for works of art: for the halls and grade 
rooms, $100 of which was raised by the children, and a piano has been pur- 
chased for the assembly room. 

THE SUMMER SCHOOL. 

The first summer school in connection with this normal school was con- 
ducted for eight weeks during the summer of 1901. After the first session 
the term was cut down to six weeks. The attendance during the past four 
years has been as follows:

MANUAL TRAINING. ,. 

' . The legislature of 1903 appropriated $1,000 for the equipment of a manual 
training department. Miss Marie H. Perley, a graduate of Teachers Coljege, 
Columbia University, was employed and placed in charge of the depart- 
ment. A commodious room has been fitted up in the basement of the train- 
ing school building and tools and benches furnished. The work has gone 

•forward in a very satisfactory manner. At present the following courses 
are provided: 

1 . A course for those preparing to teach in the rural schools of the State. 

2. A course designed especially for those who are preparing to teach in 
the primary and grammar grades of the city and village schools. One halJ 
of the instructor's time is given to normal school classes and the other half 
to instruction and supervision of the work in the grades of the training 
school. By this arrangement, students are taught not only to use toofe 
themselves but are given an opportunity to see the work practically carried 
out in the grades of the training school.

SPECIAL NEEDS OF THE SCHOOL. 

1 . To complete the plant and put is in shape to render the 
most efficient service to the State, three additional buildings Bniidingrs. 
are needed, a central heating plant, a physical training build- 
ing, and a science building. It may not be thought wise to ask the next 
Legislature for an appropriation for these three purposes, but a central heat- 
ing plant and a physical training building are pressing necessities. A cerv.- 
tral heating plant, with capacity, sufficient for koi^^Yw^ *0c^^ ^-^^^^e^^ Xf^^^^- 
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ing and all others that may be erected on the campus, could be built for 
about $25,000. The saving to the State in fuel and janitor service would 
pay good interest on the investment. 

At present the rooms (or physical training are located over the library. 
When physical training classes are on the floor the noise makes it utterly 
impossible for the students to do efficient work in the hbrary. A separate 
building containing gymnasium rooms, bath, rooms for classes in physi- 
ology and hygiene is very much needed for the best work of the school. 

An appropriation of $50,000 would build the two buildings referred to 
and thus enable the school to use the present gymnasium rooms for other 
purposes which the growing needs of the school demand. 

2. An appropriation of $7,500 should be made by the next 
tai^?"""*^ Legislature for additional land. The State should complete the 

purchase of block 7, one half of which is already owned by the 
State, and block 9, the block adjoining the normal campus on the west. 
Real estate in the vicinity of the normal school is increasing in value rapidly 
and will soon be worth double the amount asked now. The purchase of the 
blocks referred to would give the school all the land it will ever need 
and it would seem a wise policy to buy it while the price is comparatively 
low. 

3. An appropriation of $1,000 should be made for equip- 
seienee^^ ing a department of domestic science. The growing demand 

for teachers of manual training and domestic science makes it im- 
perative that the state normal schools do what they ought to do in supplying 
the demand. 

4. Lastly the Central Normal needs a Uberal appropria- 
A*^Mratu» ^^^^ ^^^ library, apparatus, and works of art. To do the work 

ppara as. ^^^ gtate has a right to expect us to do, we need not only a well 
trained teaching force, but the necessary equipment for the teachers to use 
in order to make their work effective. 

Thanking the State Board of Education for their interest in the welfare 
and progress of this school and hoping that the institution may ever remain

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NORTHERN STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

Marquette, 
report of the principal. 

To the Honorable, the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen — During the two years 1903-1904 the Northern State Normal 
School has made steady growth and progress in the number of its students, 
in equipment, and in buildings. During that time the quality of the work 
done in the school has been improving steadily. The students have come 
with much better preparation and more ready to respond to the work re- 
quired of them. The faculty of the school have much reason to be proud 
of their work in the school itself and of their work in teaching after leaving 
the school. Frequent reports come regarding their work as teachers 
after leaving the normal school, most of which are very favorable and it i& 
also gratifying to learn that there are far more calls for graduates of the school 
than can be filled. 

The increase in attendance has not been large but it main- 
tains steady growth. The whole number of students enrolled Attendance* 
during the year ending June 30, 1903, was 258. For the year 
ending June 30, 1904, 284, while Uhe total enrollment at the end of Sep- 
tember of the present year was 290. This number will be materially in- 
creased during thje winter and spring terms. 

In the spring of the present year, the normal school intro- 
duced a system of extension classes which has been quite success- ^^^^^ 
ful. By this system teachers who have taught at least six years ***** 
successfuly may avail themselves of work done in these classes under one 
of the professors of the normal school, and gain full credit for the work done. 
These extension classes are given in Ishpeming, Negaunee, and Marquette. 
The work done so far, has been in the charge of Professors Anderson and 
Downing. There are eleven students in the class at Ishpeming, ten in the 
class at Negaunee, and thirty-five in the class at Marquette, making a total 
of fifty-six students. Fifteen of these students took work in the siunmer 
term of the normal school, leaving forty-one who are taking work for the 
first time in connection with the normal school. This brings the grand total 
of the enrollment at the end of September of the present year to 331. 
Up to this year there have been only two or three young men attending the 
school but this year they are represented to the number of fifteen, and it is 
anticipated that from now on they will be represented in increasing 
numbers. 

During the year ending June 30, 1903, which was the fourth 
year of the school, there were graduated, twenty-five with life Gradaates. 
certificates, fifteen with three year certificates and five with 
rural school certificates, making a total of forty-five. During the year 
ending June 30, 1904, there were graduated thirty-three with life certifi- 
cates and twenty-six with three year certificates, makm% ^ Xs^ivals. ^ *^:&^?^- 
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nine. Practically all of these are teaching, with the exception of some 
who are taking advanced work in the normal school or in the universities. 
Superintend- ^^ 1^03 the superintendency of the training school was separated 
•ntof from the department of psychology and pedagogy, Professor 

Trainins: Anderson taking charge of the department of psychology and 
School. pedagogy and Mrs. Frances Kelsey was elected superintendent 
of the training school. This has resulted very satisfactorily indeed to both 
departments. It is the poUcy of the school to bring the training depart- 
ment in closest union with the rest of the normal school and the effort to 
make actual and to put into practice the teachings of the normal faculty 
is never lost sight of. 

It is the policy of the school to conduct the training depart- 
Methods of ment along the lines that will tend to produce perfect unification 
sehooi. ^^ theory expounded in the normal classes and practice given 

in the schools of this department. Immediately preceding 
the practice in teaching the students are required to spend one term in an 
observation class conducted by the superintendent of the training school, 
in which the close connection between the work in psychology and methods 
in teaching previously studied is exempUfied in all subjects in all grades, 
^he course of study is thoroughly analyzed and model lessons Are observed 
and criticised. At the beginning of the next term these students are dis- 
tributed among the grades for practice in teaching, being held for the entire 
term in one grade. It is the belief of the school that a thorough knowledge 
of the work of one grade through uninterrupted teaching for three months 
will better equip the student than a few lessons given in each grade for the 
same time- The constant demand upon the school to furnish teachers 
prepared to take advanced work renders it imperative that opportunity 
for practice in ninth and tenth grades be* supplied in the near future. To 
supply this need it will be necessary to employ another critic teacher as soon 
as possible. The wide experience, ability, and skill which Mrs. Kelsey has 
brought into the training school has greatly increased its value and efficiency. 
Peter White The Peter White Science Hall built at a cost of $35,000, was 
Science Completed and occupied in the fall of 1902 and during the years 
Hall. 1903 and 1904 has been thoroughly equipped for science work. 

The physical laboratory occupies the larger part of the first floor and the bio- 
logical laboratory was intended to occupy the whole of the second floor, but 
through lack of space two of the rooms intended for the biological labora- 
tory have been taken for the departments of psychology and English. 
; The chemical laboratory consists of several rooms. The main 

tcwr^es*" chemical laboratory has been equipped with two twenty-foot 

chemical desks, affording ample accommodation for twenty stu- 
dents, and when fully equipped will afford accommodation for fifty students 
working at one time. It is fully supplied with water, gas, and electric light. Off 
this laboratory on the west end are a weighing room and store room. Lead- 
ing from the main laboratory also is the private laboratory of the professor in 
charge which is also thoroughly equipped. The lecture room is large with 
the seats gradually raised toward the back, and contains all the apparatus 
necessary together with water, gas, and electric light for demonstration 
work. The equipment of the whole laboratory is such that students have 
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excellent facilities for prosecuting work in general chemistry, qualitative and 
quantitative analysis, and in advanced work if such is desired. 

The physical laboratory is in the basement of the Peter White 
Hall and is well equipped for work in this department. Under ][^^J.^*^ 
the able management of Professor McCracken, the physical and * ^^ ^^' 
chemical laboratories have been brought to a high standard of excellence 
and the work done by the students has been very satisfactory. 

The biological department from a very small beginning through 
the excellent work of Dr. Downing has reached a high degree of Bioio^tcai 
excellence and completeness and in few normal schools or colleges Department. 
are better opportunity given for students than here. The main 
laboratory is on the north side of the building. It is a room sixty-five feet 
in length, splendidly lighted, has ample store rooms, apparatus rooms, and 
work shop opening off from it and also from the recitation room, located on 
the south side of the building. Adjacent to the recitation rooms are the pri- 
vate laboratories of the professor in charge. The southwest corner is occupied 
by a large growing room with glass sides and roof. The rooms designed for 
the museum had to be used for recitation purposes temporarily. In the base- 
ment is the photographic dark room. All rooms except the ^tore rooms are 
provided with sinks and running water. 

The main laboratory is furnished with individual student desks^ provided 
with drawers. Each student' also h^s one of the lockers equipped with dis- 
secting and compound microscopes and with the necessary dissecting instru- 
ments. Animal cages, aquaria, and.growing boxes are disposed about the 
laboratory to suit the changing needs of the class work and when Hot in 
immediate use are returned to the growing room. The laboratory is also 
furnished with microtomes, water baths, incubator, centrifuge, polari- 
scope, and other apparatus for demonstration and for the use of advanced 
students. The recitation room is provided with an electric stereopticon and 
its attachments. The apparatus room contains numerous anatomical pre- 
parations, skeletons, models, display cases of insects, zoological and bot- 
anical exhibits for the illustration of class work. While the equipment is 
by no means complete, it is far superior to that pgssessed by most colleges and 
normal schools. 

Two term courses are provided in physiology, botany, and 
Zoology, and a year's work is offered in nature study. In all ^^^^^ 
the work the laboratory .method is used to its limit. Abundant ^^^^^ 
material is collected or provided for dissection and experimental 
work, both in botany and zoology. In physiology constant laboratory 
work illustrates the text and much practical work is done by the students 
in the special physiology of childhood. The students of nature study classes 
make the apparatus they will require in teaching in the grades, collect the 
animals and plants, and observe the living forms kept on their tables. Field 
work is a constant and important factor. Fully a third of the time in nature 
study is spent out of doors. The region offers unrivalled opportunities for 
the naturalist particularly during the summer session. The campus itself 
provides samples of dozens of native trees, hundreds of different plants, and 
a pond that teems with the abundant animal life. Instruction in nature 
study is constantly given in the several grades of the training school so that 
students have opportunities to observe and assist in nature teaching under 
the supervision of the department.

The outline for nature study published in our year book is 
Nature adopted by many of the Upper Peninsula schools as the basis 

study. for their work. We are thus getting into vital touch with the 

nature work in this region and expect that this school will be 
the inspiration and guide in the work to the whole district. Plans are being 
put into execution which will certainly help materially to accomplish this 
desirable result. More than that it is desired that the biological laboratory 
of this school shall be recognized as a center of biological information for 
this region. Already we are in touch with a number of specialists who are 
assisting in a systematic survey of the region and plans are on foot for the 
extension of this work. It is believed that no better inspiration can be 
given the advanced student than the work on a growing collection of local 
plants and animals arranged so as to present clearly the biological problems 
that the region presents and to come in contact by correspondence with 
men who are authorities on such problems. 

During the past two years the Ubrary has grown rapidly through 
i^ibrary. liberal appropriations and the gift of private individuals. At 
the close of the year 1902, the library of the Northern Normal 
School contained about 4,400 volumes and at present there are 6,300 volumes 
on the shelves, showing an increase of nearly 2,000 books in the two years. 
Among the number are such valuable additions as the new Encyclopedia 
Americana, Century Atlas, several copies of Webster's and of Worcester's 
dictionary, 250 bound magazines and Poole's complete index to periodicals. 

The school has also within the last year been the recipient of a valuable 
gift, the entire library of the late Moses Coit Tyler, consisting of 4,000 vol- 
umes, which was purchased and presented by a few friends of the school, 
residents of Marquette. 

As the library assumed such large proportions 10,000 volumes in all, there 
were found two problems to confront, the one, the proper housing of the 
books and the other their classif3dng and cataloging so as to make the material 
• the library contains more available and useful to the students. The ser- 
vices of an experienced cataloger were found necessary to put the library 
on a good working basis. Such services were secured and after over three 
months work last summer, 'this department of the school was put in good 
order for the beginning of the fall term. 

The room at present in use is inadequate for the growing needs of the 
Kbrary and a new Ubrary in the form of an annex to the south wing is near- 
ing completion. 

The new library building, which is a beautiful structure admirably adapted 
New to its purpose, will be ready for occupancy by January 1, 

liibrary 1905,* and will be used solely for library purposes. This will be 
BuiidinfiT. a great addition to the usefulness, both of the library and the 
school, as it will give room to properly house the books and furnish a suit- 
able room for study and reading for the students. The library wUl be a 
thoroughly equipped modern library and will, if properly supported, con- 
tinue to grow in size and value. New bookstacks and other furnishings 
have been purchased and are ready to be placed immediately when the 
biulding is finished. 

Since January, 1903, the faculty of the school has increased 
Faculty. from thirteen to sixteen. In 1903 on the separation of the train- 
ing school from the department of pedagogy Mrs. Frances Kelsey 
was elected to that position and an additional critic teacher was employed. 
On July 1, 1904, the present Principal, James H. Kaye, took charge sue*- 
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ceeding Principal D. B. Waldo who had left to take charge of the Western 
State Normal School. Principal Kaye recommended that a Dean for the 
Women's Department be elected who should have general charge of the 
dormitory. 

It was recognized that this had always been a problem and Miss C. E. Max- 
well was elected. Ilie wisdom of the Board's action is already seen. 

At present much need is felt for more classroom facilities. 
Being without any s^arate building for the training school, -A.coomod»- 
the south wing is almost entirely given up to that department JJ^ed. 
of the school. This leaves some of the instructors without any 
recognized room of their own for their classes. 

The assembly room is altogether inadequate in size and no gathering which 
would call out the citizens and students can be accommodated in it. If 
it is not feasible or possible at this time to put up a main building it would 
be of inestimable value to the school to build an annex to the North Wing 
corresponding to the Library Annex to the South Wing as this would give 
three excellent class rooms and would greatly help to fill the most pressing 
needs for space for a time. At the present time the indications are that 
the growth in numbers will be rapid from this time hence. 

At the present time the school needs another room and critic teacher for 
the training school. An instructor in manual training should be engaged by 
the coming year for all stud^ts should go out with a practical knowledge 
of this subject. The lower floor of the Library building is designed for use 
as a gymnasium. The school feels the need of an instructor who can teach 
reading and expression and direct the work of the gymnasium in a system- 
atic, scientific, and health giving way. Hitherto no provision has been 
made for the teaching of Latin but the frequent calls for it will demand in 
the near future that an instructor be engaged who may take the subject of 
Latin and assist in the work in the English department the work of which 
is rapidly becoming more than one instructor can do. 

In conclusion it may be said that the school is full of the vitality of a grow- 
ing institution and the next few years bid fair to be years of life and growth 
and generous means should be furnished to enable the school to attain to 
its full usefulness and power.

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WESTERN STATE NORMAL SCHOOL.

report of the principal. 

To the Honorable, the State Board of Education: 

Gentlemen — The Western State Normal School was provided for by 
Act No. 154 of the Legislative Session of 1903 when $37,000 was appropriated, 
of which $30,000 was to be appUed toward a building and the equipment of 
the same and $7,000 was to be applied toward the maintenance of the school. 
The city of Kalamazoo where the school is located voted an additional sum 
of $70,000 to be applied toward the purchase of grounds and the construction 
of the building. 

The first session of the school opened on June 27, 1904, and closed on August 
5, constituting a regular summer term such as is provided in the other normal 
schools of the State. 

Instruction was offered in a wide range of subjects included in the thrpe 
courses leading to the life certificate, the graded school certificate, and the 
rural school certificate. Among the subjects in which instruction was offered 
the following were included: English literature, composition , grammar, 
general history, history of the United States, civics, manual training 
(construction work for the grades), sewing and cooking, physical training 
(including games and plays for children in the grades) psychology, general 
methods, rural school administration, primary methods, physiology, geo- 
graphy, physics, chemistry, nature study, botany, arithmetic, algebra, geom- 
etry, trigonometry. 

In addition to the regular class room instruction special lectures and 
addresses were deUvered as follows:

During the summer term 115 students were enrolled in the regular work 
of the school. This enrollment represented thirteen counties and forty- 
four different townships and cities. The sessions of the school were held 
in the high school building, the use of which was generously offered by thft. 
Board of Education of the city of Kalamazoo.

The regular fall term opened Monday, September 26, in the lower college 
building, formerly occupied by Kalamazoo College. One hundred four 
students have been enrolled in the several courses leading to the life certifi- 
cate, the graded school certificate, and the rural school certificate. During 
the first six months, covering the period from June 27 to December 16, there 
has been a total enrollment of 205 different students, representing a total 
of sixteen different counties and sixty-three different towns and cities. The 
counties represented are as follows: Allegan, Barry, Berrien, Calhoun, 
Cass, Delta, Eaton, Genesee, Ingham, Kalamazoo, Kent, Muskegon, Ottawa, 
St. Joseph, Van Buren, Wayne.

By affiliation with the public schools of Kalamazoo the normal has been 
able to offer instruction from the beginning in the departments of manual 
training and domestic economy, physical training, drawing, and kinder- 
garten theory and practice. From the outset emphasis has been placed on 
the preparation of teachers for the rural schools, a special department having 
been created called the rural school department. This department has 
been placed under the directorship of Mr. Ernest Burnham, who has had 
special training in the needs of the rural school as commissioner of Calhoun 
county for five years just preceding his transfer to Kalamazoo. 

The following institutions have contributed to the training of those who 
have constituted the force of instructors of the normal during the summer 
and fall terms of the year 1904: Albion College, Amherst College, Cornell 
University, Cook County Normal, Drexel Institute, Harvard University, 
Indiana State Normal School, Leland Stanford University, Maryland State 
Normal, Michigan Agricultural College, Michigan Seminary, Northern State 
Normal School, State Normal College (Michigan), Toledo Manual Training 
School, University of Chicago, University of Leipsic, University of Michigan, 
Valparaiso Normal School. Of the institutions named the University of 
Michigan, State Normal College, and the University of Chicago are most 
largely represented. 

Owing to the enrollment of students with advanced credits it seems en- 
tirety likely that the graduating class at the end of the first year will have 
a membership of twenty young men and women.
